Weare no alarmist, but the fact is 
that a recurrence of yellow fever in the Missis- 
sippi Valley this summer is contidently looked 
for by physicians; for, notwithstanding an une 
usually cold winter. the germs of disease 
have certainly not been extinguished, as is 
demonstrated by the fact-that a few cases of 
genuine fever have occurred during the entire 
winter, and almost aiwayvs from contact with 
some household article which had been stored 
away. For example. the Courier of Medicine 
reports the case of a little girl in one of the 
lower-river towns who contracted the disease 
during the middle of January (and communi- 
cated it to others) from playing on a carpet 
taken from the room in which a fatal case of 
yellow fever had occurred five months previ- 
ously. The carpet had been thoroughly aired 
and exposed to the exireme weather of an 
early winter, and yet the disease clung to it. 
This question is awakening a lively interest 
in the South, and indeed in the entire coun- 
try.

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The Lotteries Squeliched. 

The Court of ‘Appeals to-day atlirmed the 
decision of the Court of Criminal Correction in 
the lottery which the Missouri 
State Lottery a decided black eve, and, accor - 
ing to the statement of the State’s Attorney, 
compels Judge Cacty £0 pass sentence upon 26S 
lottery venders who. were recently tined 
$1,000 each. The case in point is that of the 
State vs. John McWilliams, and is decided by 
Judge Lewis. After reviewing the case, 
Judge Lewis states that itis claimed for de- 
fendant that the period during which business 
was suspended by police interference must be 
left out of the computation, and that the 
assigns were entitled to have much more 
time added tothe duration of their franchise 
as was. taken away by interference. 
The Vital question Whethet 
the stipulation above quoted, 
enforced on the part of Gregoryg or 
signs, operated a final ubendousnags 
contract, ormerely a temporary susp&sion of 
its obligations, with a corresponding exten- 
sion of the time for making payments. Upon 
the whole it is clear that, if the alleged inter- 
ference with the business of the assignees was 
such thatthey might elect to be no longer 
bound by -tne agreement, and 
if they did = 80 elect, then the 
agreement ceased as to both parties, and the 
lottery franchise was, by their own choice, 
sbotphed in the bonds of the assignees. If, 
on the other hand, the alleged interference 
was not sufficient for such effects, or if it was 
sufficient, and the assignees refused neverthe- 
less to exercise their option and abandon the 
interest, then the franchise ceased by virtue 
of its own limitation on July, 1877. It 
therefore unnecessary to inquire whether the 
alleged interference was or was not of the 
character contemplated in the stipulation. 

It is stated that the decision of the Court of 
Appeals is final and no appeal can be granted. 
Judge Simmons, counsel for the lottery, 
thinks otherwise, and says he will appeal the 
case.

THE LOTTERY WAR. 


Result of To-day’s Decision of the Court 
of Appeals.

The Case tobe Taken up tothe 
Supreme Court. 


The decision by the Court of Appeals to-day 
concerning the lottery cases wiil naturally ex- 
cite considerable attention. 

During last summer Police Upmmiseioner 
Nideclet commenced a fight against the Missouri 
State Lottery Company,under the general law. 
A case wus alieady pending in the Sapreme 
Court, the decision of which would be final.” 
There were about three hundred and sixty war 
rants sworn eut against vendors of lottery 
tickets, charging them simply with a 
violation of the State law governing lottery in 
general, The number ef warrants was reduced 
— about 260, and abont fifty men were arrest- 

, there being sometimes three or four war- 
mae against u single individual. The men all 
appeared and gave bond. A coutract or agree- 
nent wus ualterwards entered into between 
the lottery men and Wakefield, 
Nidelet & Co., by whieh all the arrested ven- 
ders shall enter a plea of cuilty, but not be 
sentenced until four test causes shall be decided 
by the higher courts. Just at this point is 
where the reported blackmailing job came in. 
The lottery men claim that this 
upreemment was entered into on con- 
dition that they—the lottery men—should 
puy over to their prosecutors a certain share of 
the profits of their business. Itisclaimed that 
three of these payments were actually made. 
As soon as the payments stopped, or about that 
time, the presecutors went into the Court of 
( riminil Correction and asked that sentence 
be passed upon the venders who had entered 
the plea of guilty under the agreement 
of lust October. Sentence, however, was not 
passed, forthe reason that the ‘case had not 
reac hed a final termination. 

The Court of Appeals to-day decides against 
the jottery people, but the lottery people 
will tuke an immediate appeal to the 
Supremne Court, or, at leust, that is 
their intention. —_. 6 el’ oe France 
suid to a reporter this morning that he was not 
surprised by the decision to-day, as the lower 
courts hud always decidedj against him. He 
suid he wus anxious to take the present cause to 
the Supreme Court tnmediately and have it 
nuvanced on the docket so a decision could be 
reached inside of thirty pays. The decision 
to-duy will, therefore, probably not have uny 
immediate effect.
